INFORMATION WANTED. 

In our yesterday's iSauo wo alluded cur- 
sorily to the proapeots of our agricultunil 
cIssb the present year. Wb pointed out that 
for the first timo ainee the gold excitement 
the cultivation of tie soil had become attrac- 
tive. It would, no doubt, be interesting as 
well as instructive to know what has been 
the increase both in the furmiug population 
and in the land under crop; but thanks to 
the knowledge-hating members of tho Legis- 
lative Counoil wo ore without the machinery 
for collecting statistics. Our agricultural 
population may hava increased beyond all 
expectation, but there is nothing authentic 
on which we can lay our hands for the prool. 
Every description of information is at hap- 
hazard, and tho Government of tbo country 
is carriod on like South Sen Island naviga- 
tion — without cither oburt or eompnss. The 
old regime did not 6eem to cars much, fur 
statistical knowledge, and the present admin- 
istrntion is equally disposed to gropo in tho 
dark. Whilo, however, there might have 
been some excuso lor neglect or indifference 
in tho past, there is no palliating circum- 
stance for the wilful ignoranco of the present. 
Wc venture to say that the Government ol 
no other country, civilized or uncivilized, is 
blessed with the eiime blissful want of know^ 
ledge ol the general progress of affairs ovor 
which it has been called to preside as the 
Government of Vancouver Island. There 
is not a chief of our own Indian tribes 
who has not a minute knowledge of tho 
wealth, numbers and progress of his people. 
There is not a populated tract in Persia or 
in Peru, iu China or in Chili, in Tibet or 
Terra del Puego, but the governing official or 
chief has somo sort of authentic knowledge 
of the condition of the country and its in» 
habitants. Here, however, the Executive 
reposes in a kind of heaven-born prescience. 
It knows, of course, by figures what it has 
got to spend and tho amount of money in the 
Treasury to meet the liabilities, It may 
pnsBibly learn by records in the Land Offieo 
how much land has bean taken up ; it may 
ascertain from tho Harbor Master how many 
permits for lauding goods have been issued 
— how much have been our imports and what 
extent our exports have renohed ; it has in- 
deed facilities as well as capacity to find out 
everything connected with the revenue of 
the country. Not a retail liquor dealer in 
tho whole Island is unknown. If he misses 
paying his periodiool license, it is astonish* 
ing how soon his name and his whereabouts 
become " household words" with tho Treas 
uror and the Sheriff. If a greon grocer or a 
tailor omits his usual contribution to tho 
Government for tho privilege of carrying on 
his businoss, ho is forreted out with a cer- 
tainty and celerity that would put the best 
London detective to shame. There is in 
fact no part of the money collecting machin- 
ery imperfect. Evory piece of the apparatus 
fits oxactly, and the engineers see that tbere 
is no unduo friction for the want of 
lubrioatioD. Oaco, however, the reve- 
nue is collected, tho Government feels 
relieved and breathes ugain after its 
arduous labors. Society has no more claims 
upon it. It may be a matter of interest to 
know how many peaplo there are in the 
country, the ratio of their increase or de- 
crease, the character of thoir occupation, and 
the augmentation or diminution of the general 
wealth ; it might also be worthy of conside- 
ration the number of acres ol land held use- 
lessly, and the number profitably employed, 
the number under this crop, the number 
under that, and the average yield ; 
but all this is foreign to thn govern- 
ment of Vancouver Island. Its functions 
are essentially and almost exclusively public 
debt colleotor. When it 13 not handling the 
public money, its time is disgracefully 
squandered, its attention bestowed on irrele- 
vant subjects, nml its energies wasted on 
profitless occupations. 

It is scarcely necessary to point out the 
absolute necessity of correct statistical in- 
formation, if the country is to be governed 
according to its wants and requirements. 
We talk of subsidizing mail steamers and in> 
itioting an immigration scheme, but on what 
really tangible ground can wo induce a 
stranger to take up his residence amongst us ? 
On almost evory point thero is a diversity ol 
opinion oven arflong ourselves, in the 
Houso of Assembly wc shall find one mem- 
ber asserting that the Island nover can be- 
come an agricultural country — that the pieces 
of arable land are few and far between, and 
that a small farming population would scttlo 
up ovory available tract ; another member 
(and we think he is nearer the truth) will 
state just the opposite. He will maintain 
that thero is enough good arable land to sup. 
port a population of two or three hundred 
thousand peoplo— that tho soil is fit to grow 
almost everything that is raiaod in the sumo 
latitude elsewhorc, and to grow many articles 
of production suporior to thoso culti- 
vated in atiy other part of the 
globe. The same dillerence of opinion 
exists on the raising of cattle and sheep, and 
in fact on nlmost every important Bubjoct 
connected with the settloraont " f, !»o country. 
The proscnt year will dissipato many of tho 
fallacies and falsehoods with regard to the 
agricultural capacity of the Island ; but no 
government that is guided by ordinnry inlel- 
liganco will allow another twolvemonth to 
slip by without making some effort to placo 
the outside world as well ns our own people 
in possession of reliable data on tboso import- 
ant subjects which indicate so unerringly u 
country's-advancement or retrogression.

Reginav. Cruickshank — Tha trial ot tloo. 
Crnickshunk, on a charge preferred by the 
Bank of British Columbia, of embezzling 
S5,000 Irom tha bank safe whilst acting as 
cashier, was beard in the Supreme Court yos- 
terterday. Mr. (J. H. Cury, Instructed by 
>,essrs. Drake and Jackson, prosecuted ; and 
Messrs. lling and McCreighl, instructed by 
Messrs. Pearkos and Green, uppeared for the 
prisoner. A large number of jurors wero 
challenged on both sides ; the witnesses were 
ordertd to leave the Court prior to the open ■ 
ing ol the ease. 

Mr. Gary, in laying tho caso before the 
jury, recapitulated at some length the parti- 
culars ol the case, as already reportod in the 
papers at the trial before the Police Magis- 
trate in May last. Before putting his wit- 
nesses into the box, he requested that the 
medical witnessos be ordered out of the 
court, which was accordingly done 

James D Walker, late manager of the V ieto 
toria branch ol the bank of British Columbia, 
sworn — Became manager ol the bank 28th 
August, 1862 ; had two clerks, Mr. Russell, 
und .Mr. Kushtm ; the accountant performed 
the duties of cashier at the opening ol the 
bank ; the clerks were appointed by the di- 
rectors of tho bank ; witness 1 powers us 
manager did not entitle him to remove, but 
to suspend the clerks ; bad no addition to tho 
staff till May, -1863, viz., Mr, Greig and Mr. 
Henderson ; Mr. Greig came out as clerk ; 
witness had power to appoint persons in an 
acting capacity ; appointed Mr. Greig to act 
as cashier on May 8th,18C3 ; Mr. Henderson 
arrived with Mr. Greig, and was a clerk'; the 
bank keeps a check on tbe money in tbe safe 
by putting the money into the treasury safe, 
and a blip is made, and tha amount debited 
or credited in the treasury account, by the 
cashier or accountant ; the money then comes 
under the sole responsibility of the manager, 
who hands the amount wanted to tho account- 
ant or cashier, and a slip is made out credit- 
ing the treasury, Witness described the 
sale to the jury ; there was no looked division 
between the treasury and cashier deportments 
of the safo ; when tbe two outor doors of tho 
safe are opened, the person opening has ac- 
cess to all parts of the safe ; the cashier kept 
his money in the uppor left hand department ; 
the treasury was iu the lower department ; 
witness kept the key to tho outer door of the 
safe ; tbe inner key was kept by the cusbiei; 
both keys could not pass into the bands of 
ono party unloss they wero stolen ; there 
«as a soparute combination for each lock ; 
the accouutaat always bad the key ot the 
inner door oxcept in my absence, whan he 
took tha outer key and the next in rank took 
the inner key ; Mr. Cruickshank was cashier 
between the lOlh and 2f)th of July, and in 
ir.J absence acting-manager ; the next in 
rank was Mr. Kushton ; he kept the keys of 
the inner door; bis duty was to opeo the 
inner door and lock it again when the money 
was taken out ; he had nutbiug elsa to do 
with thu safe or the money ; tho safe is at 
tho further end of tho vault ; I went to Bel- 
mont about tho end of Hay ; I came up 
every day but twe ; tho accountant had my 
key during my absence, and Mr. Rushton 
had the accountunt'e key ; the cash is checked 
by counting it ; that is the only method ; tho 
money was in bags; I handled the bags oc- 
casionally, paying them out and receiving in 
tlieusualcour.se of business; I never saw 
anything strange in the appearance of the 
bags previous to this lime ; the bags varied 
from 95,000 to §20,000: there wero also 
bags of silver containing from 3500 down ; 
the cash iu the treasury was cunnied every 
(juarter ; the cash in the cashier's department 
was balanced every day ; tbe cash was 
counted hy me between tho JOlh Juno and 
the 2d, 3d or 4th of Jnly ; the amount th«n 
in tbe safe agreed with the ledger with a dif. 
ference of two or threo dollars, caused b> 
ditlereuee in exchange in sovereigns. Tha next 
tiaio the money was counted was for the 
quarter ending September 30th, within tbrea 
days after that time ; I alone counted the 
money both times, I did not find it correct 
in October ; I found exactly % 5,000 deficient. 
UaD't say whether 1 cariied up any money 
from the safe with my own hands between 
1st J'-\y and 30th September ; in opening tho 
sale 1 was always accompanied by the parson 
who had the key of the other door. 

The Court here adjourned for an hoar, the 
Judgo cautioning the Jurv not to coorerso 
with anyone* on tho caso during the reresi. 

Aiternoon Session. 
His Honor took his seat at 2 o'clock. 
A discussion was raised as to the pro- 
ptioty of Dr. Trimble, ouo of the witnestes 
for the defence, remaining in Court durmg the 
examination. 

Mr. (Jary objected to tho presence of the 
witness during the trial for potent ressoni, 
other than the fact of his being ono or the 
witnesses for defonco. 

His Lordship held that tbe witness, as a 
skilled witness, might bo permitted to remain 
in Court if ho pleased. 

'Iho examination of Mr. Walker was then 
resumed by Mr. Gary. 

Mr. Walker desired to be understood with 
reference to his . previous evidenco that from 
about the 10th to the 25th July, whilo he was 
at Belmoot, Mr. Rushton had the key ol the 
inner door, and Mr. Ilonderson of the outer. 
Mr. Cruickshank wont down to deliver 
out the cash in tho morning. 

Mr. Jling— You wore not present Mr. 
'.Vulker uud how do you know ho weot 
down ? 

Witness— \\ wag his dnty to do so, but I 
did not see him do it. 

Mr. Ring — Then my lord I ask you to 
erase that last statement from your notes 
The J udgo concurred. 
Witness — continued ; whenever money was 
required during tho day for the uso of tho 
hank out ol the treasury, I took it out. Tho 
duty of tho officer taking the money from tbo 
treasury was to hand It to tho cashier, and 
receivo the regular slip from him, The cash 
must hove been counted every evening, or 
tho books could not have been balanced. 
After discovering the loss in October, 1863, 1 
disclosod it to tho others in tho office, in 
order to investigate the mutter, and ascertain 
whether thoy knew anything of it or not. I 
had a conversation with Mr. Cruickshank on 
the subject. 
Mr. Ring here interposed. He wished to 
pie merely players, and we surmise that a largo n80B|tam wu6ther Mr . Ctuiokshank was in n 

sane state ol mind, end capable of making 
my disolosuro. He should, with tha learo of 
he Court, question Mr. Walker as to the 
v.iiy of Mr. Cruickshank at that time. 
Mr. Cary— Why this was in 1863. 
Mr. Ring— Oh I I thought you were 
swinging tho disolcsure upon ua. Bear in 
mid then that I shall make the aume ob> 
jeoion when the time comes.

Witness-- 1 put a series of questions to Mr. 
Cruickshank. 

Mr. Ring— Were they reduced to writing ? 
Witness— Yes ; but I am unable to find 
tbe document. I sent the copy away. He 
told me that bo eould throw uo light upon 
the matter. I examined the other officers, 
Mr, Rushton and Mr, Henderson. 

Mr. Cary— Did you discover anything 
from the investigation of those gentlemen, to 
throw any light upon tho subject ? 

Mr. Ring objected. He hud nothing lo do 
with what transpired between Mr. Walker 
and other parties. 

The Court held that the question could not 
be put. 

Witness continued ; during the time Mr. 
Cruickshank v^as cashier he kept a private 
banking account in bis r.wu name [ledger 
produced], Tho entries are iu Mr. Rushtoo'a 
bandwrittug. I left Victoria Tor San Fran- 
oisco iu July last. Mr. Oruickshauk's duties 
ceased when ho loft tho bank at the close of 
1863. I did not discover anything before 
leaving. Since 1 left I have been appointed 
inspector of branches, to examine the 
branches and look alter tbe interests of the 
proprietors generally on this coast. The 
manager is responsible for deficiencies in 
the bank moneys. I returned to Victoria in 
the beginning ol May. I 6aw Mr. Cruicb 
shank in the street and in tho house. I had 
an interview with him. 

Mr. Ring now pressed his former objection. 
Belore arriving at what took place, he (the 
learned counsel) wanted a foundation to bo 
laid to show the slate of Mr. Cruiokshnnk'x 
mind at that time, Ho proposed lo put 
some questions to that effect lo Mr. Walker. 

Mr. Gary objected to the learned counsel 
putting any questions or interfering with the 
examination of the witness. 

Mr. Ring iu support of his application re- 
ferred the court to Taylor on Evidence, pages 
32 and 352. 

Mr. McG'reight followed on the same side, - ' 
and contended that the confession now ub tit 
to be put in was inadmissible until His 
Honor liid decided tha disputed point, lie 
quoted authorities in support. 

Mr. Cary replied that not ono of the cases 
quoted referred lo insanity but only to whether 
tnreata or undue influerico had been exer- 
cised. 

Mr. McCreight said the words "rational 
being wore used in the authorities quoted. 
It would be us rational lo get a raving mad 
man to make a confession that he had shot u 
man and then to hang him, 

Mr Cary contended at some length that 
there was no question of insanity before the 
oourt and it could only be raised in the de- 
fence, when it would bo a matter for the jury 
alone to determine. Tho question would he 
whether the confession was voluntary or 
otherwise. Ho did not deny that if it was 
shown that tbo confession was made by a 
person of unsound mind it rendered it in- 
operative. 

Mr. Ring answered Mr. Gary's objections, 
maintaining that his Honor must adjudicate 
under the authorities adduced upon the legal 
barrier raised up against the admissability uf 
evidenco until the question of insanity was 
decided. He farther called the attention ol 
tho court to the fact that it was not pretended 
on the part of the defence, as tho learned 
counsel bad hinted, that Cruickshank was 
insane when tbe alleged otlonco took place ; 
but it was a oollateral issue which had arisen 
long utter, presenting a fair obstruction to tbe 
reception ot evidence of a confession, which 
he called upon the courl to dispose of bcloro 
that evidence could be heard, und the only 
way to arrivo at that was lo admit medical 
evidenco ol the state of Cruicksliunk's niiud. 

His Honor held that the argument was a 
little premature as he hud nothing on his 
notes about a conlession and ho should there- 
fore put some questions to the witness 
about it. 

His Honor — Prior lo this interview had 
you any knowledge or had you hoaid any- 
thing of Mr. Cruickshank's state? 

Witness — I heard that he had been very ill 

His Honor — Did ho make anything in the 
shape of a confession to you ? 

Witoesa — He did. 

His Honor said ho was now in a position 
to deal with the objection and gave it as his 
opinion that alleged idiocy or even tempor- 
ary insanity at the time ot an alleged otlenco 
were undoubtedly questions for tho determina- 
tion of a jury. But this was u question of 
tbe admission of evidence as to a statement 
made by a party who is alleged to have been 
at the time inaano, and if it could be shown 
that this confession was mado when the 
party was of imbecile mind, it would come 
under the law governing voluntary confes- 
sions and it would therefore be competent 
for the court to bear evidenco of the slate of 
the prisoner's mind. 

Dr. Trimble was hereupon sworn and ex- 
amined by Mr. Ring. 

I recollect Mr. Cruickshank being ill. 1 
was called npon to attend him tho first 
nighl he took sick, sometime I believe in 
January. I continued to attend him Irom 
that time to the period of hi; recovery. He 
suffered from compression of the brain, ft 
had on effect on his mental faculties. It 
affected his mind to such an extent at Bret 
that he did uol know what he was saying, he 
was insane in fact. For a long time, two 
or threo mouths, he answered in monosyl- 
lables, and sometimes tio woold not answer 
at nil. He said he had committed murder 
aod had also committed forgery. He said he 
was a very bad man generally, and various 
other things. Ouo of tho symptoms of his 
state of mind was that ho was quite indiffer- 
ent about bis child, and did not care about 
seeing his wife. He made many foolish 
statements that were sometimes rather 
amusing. Mr. Orniokshank was a monoma- 
niac. There is a distincliou between in- 
sanity and rioral insanity. On several points 
he was insane, but principally on those ol 
murdor and forgery, Persons laboring under 
insanity are capable of carrying on argument 
and in some madmen it is almost impossible 
lo trace any delusion. When he was lirst 
able lo go out 1 took him out myself lo try 
and draw bis attentions aivay to water, trees, 
and other things- He seemed quite inditler- 
ent. After he wns taken ill he became very 
much emaciated and his life at one time 
was ahncst despaired of. The br.iin was in- 
active am) he remained in bed for some time 
without any appetite. I remember Mr. 
Walker reluming from California. 1 went to 
seo Mr, Cruickshank in gaol, he was still 
insane. I called in Dr. Uelmckon tbe first 
nighl of Mr. Uriiiekuliunk's illness, but he 
only saw him twice. 

An argument was here raised as to the in- 
troduction of Dr. Helmcken's testimony. 

The Courl adjourned tiii Friday at 10 a.m.

Cape Race, July 2d — The China, from 
Liverpool 21th and Queenstown 25th, has 
arrived.

Parliamentary proccedinga were unim- 
portant ; the business of tbo session is closing 
up ; it will end in about a fortoight. 

The Opinion Xationale had received t urn- 
ing for an attack ou tho Governmecl speech- 
es in the C bambers. 

Iu Spain a general amnesty had been de- 
clared lor offences ngainst the Press Law. 

Marshal O'Dortnell has mado a speech in 
the Curies setting forth the Government 
policy, which ir.oluJea the recognition of 
the kingdom of Italy and the maintenance 
ol nmiouble relations with foreign powers. 

lo Italy it is reported that tho negociationB 
between the Mexican Embassy anil tho Pupal 
Court hud been interrupted and the Em- 
bassy will leave Rome and Ncglia anil re- 
turn Irom Mexico. Florence papers coufirm 
Ibis rnpiuro. 

The report of tho Hudson Bay Company is 
ready in regard to the claim of the company 
against the United States ; hope is expressed 
that tho quoBtiou may be concluded before 
the cud of tho year. 

The Atlantic Telegraph cable was shipped 
on board the Great Eastern as soon as the 
balance of ihe paying-out machinery was 
put up. The telegraph fleet would sail for 
Valeotia. 

It was expected before their departure from 
Valenlia that tho United States Government 
steamer would join Ilium. Tho vmsols will 
probably leave Vulentia on 10th July, and 
arrive at Heart's Content, Trinity Bay, nbout 
iolh. Directors of the Company have de- 
cided on following a uniform tarill between 
all points of Iho United States and British 
North America to Great Britain ol tweuty 
pounds sterling for twenty words or lea J, and 
ouo pound for oach additional word ; to the 
continent of Europe, twenty-one pounds for 20 
words, and one pound too shilling lor each 
additional word. To Asia and Africa, 
twenty-live pounds for twenty words, and 
one pound live shillings for each additional 
word ; addrcs-ios, dates mil signatures all to 
bo counted and charged iu the message. 
Messages for places in Asia and Africa to 
which tho telegraph does not extend, will be 
forwarded by the first mail, postage paid. 
Messages in cypher will be charged double 
these rates. 

The directors are convinoed that unless 
they charge high prices ul first, there will bo 
such an accumulation of business that great 
delay will uriso in tho transmission ol mes- 
sages, but they intend to put a now cable in 
as last us possible, and then rodueo prices. 
The cable will be opened lor business as 
soon alter i{ is laid as possible All messages 
will bo forwarded in ihe order In which llioy 
are recoived at valeotia and Trinity Bay. 

The new stock of Ihe Atlantic Telegraph 
Company sells in London at a premium, aud 
the old or £1000 Bharos ntX5G0 sterling. 

On tlio 2 1st June thu shareholders in the 
Telegraph Construction Company visited 
the Great Eastern by itivitulion from the 
Directors of tho Atlantic T*legraph Com- 
pany. On the following day, Mr, Adams, the 
American minister, the Duke aud Duchess of 
Sutherland, the Dukoand Duchess of Somcr- 
sot, and largo numbers of other distinguished 
people visited tho ship. 

Tho health of Mr. Adams was drunk at 
dinner on board. Mr. Adams, in teturning 
thanks, Haid that duriug the reouit troubles 
he was selfish euough to wish that the cable 
might not bo laid, us ho would have been 
ovurburdened with telegrams, now lie wished 
it every success, as be believed it would do 
more than uny other ugoucy lo strengthen 
tho bonds of union botwoeu the two ooutitriep.

THE LIQUOR LICENSE QUESTION 

To rne Editor ok tiik British Colonist, 
— Sin, — I observed in yesterday's Chronicle 
n communication sigoed " A Licensed Vic- 
tualler," tnkiup; upon himself to assert that 
the majority of Ihe licensed liquor ilealers 
will bo unable to pny tho quarter's license 
due, in advance, on the 21st July, without 
gjout pecuniary loss to them, aud suggesting 
that the Government allow the payment of 
the same to stand ovar for three mouths. It 
is not my desiro or intention in this commu- 
nication to question tho power or the pto- 
pricty of Iho Government to carry out the 
suggestions of A Licensed "Victualler," bul 
I must take ihis opportuuityf)to differ with 
him iu the causes ho assigns for the depres- 
sion that baa for nomctimo pastexistoil in tho 
ret-.il liquor Irado ; and also in the conclu- 
sions he arrives at in tbe event of tlio Gov- 
ernment enforcing tho ensuing quarter's 
lioonse in advance. I have been engaged in 
thu retail liquor trade In ihis city since July 
1858. and with all respect for the opinions of 
" A Licensed Victualler," I havo reason lo 
know that iho depression which has existed 
in our business for soinetinio past proceeds 
from other causes than those eat forth in his 
oonimunioation, and that the majority ol the 
licensed liquor dealers will not be ruined nor 
yet complain if tho Government should en» 
force impartially tho provisions of the Wine 
and Spirit Licenso Act. It is tho law of the 
land, und hail the Government been more 
punctual and less partial in the discharge of 
their duties, the Colonial Treasury would be 
several hundreds ol dollars belter off to-day. 
One of Ihe principal causes of tha present, 
depression in our business proceeds from iho 
wholesale and reckless muuner in which 
licenses are grunted ; seldom or ever is the 
least enquiry made as to the necessity of the 
application or tho character of the npplicant. 
The number ul licensed liquor dealers in Ibis' 
city by far exceeds iu proportion to the num- i 
tar ol its inhabitants any other uity in Her 
Majesty'.- Colonies What is tbe result ! 
Competition 1ms caused the introduction of 
the most degrading practices, which are car- 
ried on with the most brazen eilroulery under 
the very eyes ol the authorities. 

I was present with the great majority of 
the liquor dealers in the police court on the 
12th instant, when the bench of magistrates 
ft'ero granting Liquor Licenses for tho ensu- 
ing year, ami I heard the iudignatiou that 
was expressed by Ihe liquor deulers when 
certain questions wore put hy the bench to 
the police in reference to certain bouses in 
this city. Shame! shame I ! when will the 
Government of Ihis over-governed colonv 
deui fairly und impartially with n class of 
tradesmen who have always uctod punctually 
in their payments to iho Govorurnenl and 
merchants of this colony, It is a notorious 
fact that thero is a class of licensed houses in 
this city accessible at all hours of the 
night; while the majority of the saloon- 
keepeis, who are conducting their business in 
an orderly and respuctabln inaDticr, ure com- 
pelled by the polico lo ckse Ibeir bouses 
during the hours prescribed by law. Tbo 
liquor dealers have not to my knowledge 
ever complained ol the Government [or en- 
forcing the law, but they d, complain, and 
with much riiuson, of Ihe indiscriminate man- 
ner in which lioenses have been granted, and 
Ihe leniency and latitude extended to ccrluin 
houses in this city ; and which, if permitted 
to continue much longer, may lead to conse- 
quences more serious than bankruptcy and 
sum.
